Every American in whom a spark of 
romance is alive knows 
the 
name 
“K it” (’arson, says 
the 
St. Louis ■ 
Globe-Deinocrat. 
And the m ajority of 
us began young to know it, for “Life | 
and Adventures of ‘Kit’ Carson” w a s1 
among our choice boyhood books. To S 
be a "K it” Carson was and long will ] 
be boyhood’s ambition. 
“Quick to act 
and never known to boast," is the C ar­ 
son epitaph, and one that, any boy may 
well emulate. 
“Kit" Carson, this greatest, perhaps, 
of American scouts and frontiersm en, 
can he claimed by old Missouri. 
To 
be sure, he was born in Kentucky, 
but he was only a year in age when 
the family removed to historic How­ 
ard county, which, although now in 
the center of civilization, at that time 
was exposed to savage beasts and In­ 
dians. 
I toward county in the '2<)s grew too 
tam e for him, and his apprenticeship 
to a saddivr. David W orkman, (a good 
nam e), waxed uninteresting. The call 
of the wilder wilds was insistent, and 
when he was 17 he joined a Santa Fe 
caravan. 
He already was an excellent 
shot, a proficient hunter and a strong, 
alert, steadfast youth. 
In November, 1820, he turned up at 
Fernandez de Taos, now of north­ 
eastern New Mexico, then of Mexico 
itself. 
H ere to-day are to be found 
many traces of him, for Taos was his 
rendezvous. and home through 
40 
years. 
At Taos he and his wife are 
buried. 
The house which he occupied for 
many years while he 
w as 
Indian 
agent siill stands and also the low 
adobe structure containing his office 
In Taos lives Aloys Scheurich, a Car­ 
son close friend, holding whose hand 
the scout died, and Mrs. Scheurich, the 
scout's niece. 
Th*‘ doings of “K it” Carson after 
his arrival in what is now New Mex­ 
ico have been faithfully recorded and 
embodied in print. 
But unfortunately 
ids boyhood in Howard county seems 
vague, it is to be hoped that 'h e right 
effort will result in more information 
concerning this not unim portant pe­ 
riod of his life—the crucial period real­ 
ly. 
ile w as well schooled in all the 
perils and vicissitudes and loro 
of 
frontier life and he extended his lo­ 
cale, according to hazy report, by 
hunting buffalo with the Sioux. 
His 
knowledge of the Sioux tongue after­ 
ward stood him in good stead. 
He is a character of whom Missouri 
may be proud. 
His honors apparently 
are untarnished by the vices so prev­ 
alent in his rough aud ready day.

One loophole is left open to 
Morse’s counsel in the decision and 
that is that the judges decided that 
while bail was denied it was done so 
without prejudice to a renewal of the 
application after a hill of partieulais 
is filed.*’ 
The judges stated that as the trial 
judge in the 
proceedings 
against 
Morse had refused to adm it him to 
bail, the reviewing judges were not 
prepared on the papers submitted to 
them to make a disposition of the mo­ 
tion. 
Morse had been hopeful of gaining 
his release from the Tombs Tuesday 
and the denial of hail came as a hard 
blow. 
His wife and son had been 
with him in the jail during the after­ 
noon and they encouraged him in the 
belief th at he would be free by night­ 
fall.

W hile Morse tried to hide his disap­ 
pointment, he felt too cast down to do 
so. 
He walked to the rear of his cell 
and sat on the edge of his hard, nar­ 
row berth and refused to make any 
comment. 
There Is one feature of the caso 
that, is particularly 
disagreeable 
to 
Morse. 
That is that no m atter how 
long he is compelled to rem ain a 
prisoner in the Tombs, the time will 
not count as part of the 15 years ho 
m ust serve in the federal prison at At­ 
lanta. Ga.. in case he loses his fight 
for a new trial.
